MAYOR M'KEE CHECKS 
UP ON 1800 CITY AUTOS 


Cars Not Needed Must Go, He 
Says, in Interest of 
Economy. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—Mayor 
Joseph V. McKee, who has an- 
nounced a rigid economy program, 
decided to find out today how many 
of the 1800 automobiles used in 27 
city departments are pleasure ve- 
hicles. Those that are must go, he 
said, 

“Every pleasure car will be taken 
out of service and only those need- 
ed for required inspection will be 
left,” he declared. 

Yesterday he ordered the Bronx 
Terminal Market closed to the pub- 
lic after Jan. 1, with the object of 
Saving $144,828 a year on its op- 
erating cost. The market was built 
during Mayor John F. Hylan’s ad- 
ministration and it was conceived 
as a central storage and distribu- 
tion point for foodstuffs entering 
the city, in the hope it would lower 
costs. Mayor McKee said it cost 
$160,0000 annually to maintain and 
that the annual revenue was about 
$24,777. 

The new Mayor received an offer 
from Fire Department officers re- 
ducing their salaries $250 a year. 
McKee said he was informed by the 
Citizens’ Budget Commission that 
the city would save $30,000,000 a 
year in salaries if all city employes 
took a proportionate cut.

GAMBLING INDICTMENT 


H. B. Staver, One of Owners, 
Accused by County Grand 
Jury. 


An indictment charging violation 
of the Missouri gambling statutes 
has been returned by the St. Louis 
County grand jury against H. B. 
Staver, one of the owners of the 
Wellston Kennel Club, it was 
learned by the Post-Dispatch today. 

The specific charge, “pool sell- 
ing and bookmaking,” grew out of 
the attempt by Stiver and his asso- 
ciates to operate the track last 
May. 

The greyhounds ran for two 
nights, May 20 and 21, under an 
injunction issued by Circuit Judge 
Mulloy restraining state and county 
officers from interfering with the 
operation of the track. The State 
Supreme Court nullified the in- 
junction by issuing, on application 
of Prosecuting Attorney Castlen, a 
provisional rule in prohibition, 
which prevented Judge Mulloy 
from enforcing his order. As a re- 
sult the track did not open on the 
third night. 

Subsequently Circuit Judge Mc- 
Elhinney issued a temporary in- 
junction against operation of the 
dog track. Defendants named in 
the suit were Staver, Dan F. Brown 
and R. C. Burris. 

During the two nights the track 
operated Deputy Sheriffs placed 
bets to obtain evidence, which was 
turned over to Castlen. Neither 
Castien nor Sheriff Lill would dis- 
cuss the indictment today. 

Bookmaking is a felony, punish- 
able on conviction by a fine of not 
less than $500, a jail sentence of 
six months to one year, or two to 
five years in the penitentiary.

The lucrative business of Burt 
A. Kaemmerer, damage suit law- 
yer, during the years when most 
young attorneys are struggling for 
a living, was described in a letter 


of Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Burnet made public today 
in connection with the issuance 
yesterday of a Federal warrant 
charging Kaemmerer with income 
tax evasion for the year 1929. 

Commissioner Burnet, in an of- 
ficial letter to United States Attor- 
rney Breuer, wrote that Federal 
agents had fixed Kaemmerer’s per- 
sonal net income for 1927, the sec- 
ond year he was in practice, at 
$13,184.82. 

For 1928, he continued, his in- 
come was $18,581.45, and for 12929 
it was $15,899.10. Gross income 
in 1929 for Kaemmerer’s firm, 
which has offices in the Paul 
Brown Building, totaled $63,906.76, 
the Commissioner declared. The 
income was exclusively from dam-¥4 
age claims against department 
stores, automobile owners and pub- 
lic utility corporations. 

The Commissioner wrote that 
the agents, tracing down the ad- 
dresses of some of Kaemmerer’s 
claimants for personal injuries, had 
found either that they were not 
known at the residences given or 
that the addresses were nonexis- 
tent. 

Kaemmerer’s arrest yesterday 
was the second within the week. 
Last Thursday he was charged in 
a State warrant with attempting to 
obtain money by false pretenses. 
The charge was based on a person- 
al injury claim for $143 which the 
“victim” in the case declared was 
based on an auto accident known 
by Kaemmerer to be faked. 

Charged with Kaemmerer in the 
same warrant were his office asso- 
ciate, Jack C. Hobart, Dr. Samuel 
Wolff of 2906 Union boulevard, 
who examined the “accident vic- 
tim,”’ and Arnold F. Hart, who de- 
scribed himself as an “ambulance 
chaser” for Burt A. Kaemmerer & 
Associates, the Kaemmerer law 
firm, and who also asserted Kaem.- 
merer and Hobart knew the dam- 
age claim was based on a fake ac- 
cident. The “victim” was Harry 
Pulvers of Acorn, Mo., who said he 
had arranged to walk in front of a 
newspapfr delivery truck in the al- 
ley in rear of the St. Louis Star 
and Times building. 

Questions Claims. 
‘Some doubt exists,” the Com- 


missioner wrote to Breuer, “wheth- | 


er.in a great many cases the claims 
prosecuted by this taxpayer (Kaem- 
merer) were bona fide.” 

Kaemmerer, the Commissioner 
wrote, failed to file returns for 
1927, 1928 or 1929, but the three- 
year statute of limitations prevents 
criminal prosecution based on the 
failure in the first two years. The 
Government contends that with the 
statutory deductions his taxable in- 
come for 1929 was $11,592.17, on 
which the tax would have been 
$266.84. 

Federal agents arrived, at their 
figures.on income from an exam- 
ination of Kaemmerer's books and 
bank account, 

Last January, the letter continues, 
Kaemmerer filed q4 protest against 


the amount reached by the agents, ; 


saying his income for the year 1929 
was actually $9516.39. 

“The reports indicate,” the letter 
concluded, “that he has been a con- 
sistent tax evader. In the opinion 
of the department, the facts war- 
rant criminal prosecution.” 

Kaemmerer was arrested in «his 
office late yesterday and was re- 
leased on $5000 bond pending a 
preliminary hearing on Oct. 4 be- 
fore Commissioner Burke.

PEKIN, Ill., Sept. 17.—Two 
deputy sheriffs and a railroad de- 
tective who holds a special deputy’s 
commission, were indicted on 
charges of manslaughter today in 
the death of Martin Virant, Aus- 
trian-born coal miner who was 
found dead in his cell here Sept. 1. 


The indictments, returned in a 
partial report of the September 
grand jury to Circuit Judge John 
M. Niehaus, were against the rol- 
lowing: 

Cc. O. Skinner, deputy sheriff 
who is at present held under. 

$20,000 bond on-a murder war- 
rant sworn to by the Coroner 
and State's Attorney in the Vir- 


ant death. 
Ernest L. Fleming, former 
Sheriff and now chief deputy 


under Sheriff James J. Crosby. 

Frank Lee, detective employed 
by the Chicago & Northwestern 
Kailroad, who holds a special 
deputy’s commission in Tazewell 
County. 

Judge Niehaus fixed bond for 
each defendant at $10,000. John J. 
Reardon and Jesse Buack, defense 
attorneys, announced they would 
have all three deputies in court to 
make bond during the early after- 
noon. 

Fleming lives at the county jail. 
When he was Sheriff, Crosby was 
office deputy under him. 

State Ready for Trial. 

Lee formerly spent a great deal 
of time with the Sheriff’s forces in 
Pekin. However, persons about 
the courthouse said they had not 
seen him since Sept. 1, the day 
that Virant was found dead. They 
explained that they understood he 
was on strike guard duty at a coal 
mine near Benld, Ill. 

State’s Attorney Louis P. Dunkel- 
berg told the Post-Dispatch, short- 
ly after the grand jury reported 
that he expected the case would be 
set for trial in about three weeks. 
“Of course,” he continued, “I do 
not know whether the defense will 
ask for a continuance. We will be 
ready to prosecute early and vigor- 
ously. 

“Testimony at the Coroner’s in- 
quest showed that Virant died of 
injuries he received while in cus- 
tody of the Sheriff. In fact, that 
was the verdict of the Coroner’s 
jury. Regardless of the intention 
of the Sheriff's officers, the beat- 
ing of a prisoner is an illegal act. 
When such a beating results in the 
death of the prisoner, in the eyes 
of the law, it is at least manslaugh- 
ter and probably murder.” 

Manslaughter, in Illinois, is 
punishable by a prison term of 
from one to 14 years. 

Finding of Coroner’s Jury. 

The Coroner’s jury in a verdict 
returned Thursday night after 
three hours’ deliberation, found 
Virant died “from injuries and 
shock, resulting from external vio- 
lence, inflicted by others than him- 
self, while in the, custody of the 
Sheriff of Tazewell County. We 
recommend that Deputy Sheriff C. 
O. Skinner be held to await the 
action of the grand jury now in 
session. We further reco.amend 
that the grand jury make thor- 
ough investigation of the implica- 
tion of. other parties unknown to 
this jury.” 

Virant was being held in con- 
nection with a murder case. He was 
arrested Tuesday, Aug. 30, and 
deputy sheriffs attempted to take 
his fingerprints, investigation of 
the case developed. 

Virant refused to submit to be- 
ing finger printed, apparently be- 
lieving it would forfeit his citizen- 
ship.” 

Attaches of the Sheriff's office 
have contended that Virant com- 
mitted suicide. However, three 
physicians testified at the inquest 
that marks of: the belt about 
rVirant’s neck were post mortem, 
indicating that he had been hanged 
after death.

LOAN CONVERSION BILL 
APPROVED BY FRANCE 


Senate and Chamber Pass 
Measure for New Issue at 
4 1-2 Per Cent. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Sept. 17.—The Senate. 
by a vote of 291 to 9, approved 
without modification today the 
Government’s loan conversion plan 
by which $3,400,000,000 worth of 
French Government bonds will be 
converted to a new issue bearing 
4% per cent interest. 

The Chamber of Deputies passe 
the measure this morning by 5640 
to 48. After the Senate approval 
was voted the president of the un. 
per chamber read a decree ending 
the special session ef Parliament 
called to consider the bill. 

The issues affected are 6 per 
cent rentes of the years 1915, 1916 
and 1928; 6 per cent issues of 
1920 and 1927, 6 per cent obliga- 
tions of 1927 and the 7 per cent 
Treasury bonds of that year. 

The new bonds will mature in 75 
years. All present bondholders 
will have six days to convert their 
holdings or accept reimbursement. 
Finance Minister Louis Germain. 
Martin predicted the measure 
would result in a lower cost of liv- 
ing as a result of reduced interest 
rates. 

It is the first item in a plan 
which the Finance Minister told 
he Deputies, will include balancing 
the 1983 budget and a number of 
measures to intensify production 
and stimulate home and foreign 
commerce, The plan will include 
a consolidation loan to absorb the 
outstanding budgetary defiicts and 
the deficits of the railroads. 

Lucien Lamoureux, budget re- 
porter, informed the Chamber that 
reasonable success of the scheme 
would save the state 1,320,000.000 
francs (approximately $52,000,000). 
and that $33,000,000 of this would 
afford direct relief for the heavy 
deficit in the budget. 

Government representatives con- 
tend that the present is the most 
favorable time for the conversion. 
The budget is about $3,000,000,000 
in arrears.

Reports Gradual Revival of 
Business and Defends G.

FOGELSVILLE, Pa., Sept. 17.— 
Establishment of a national co-op- 
erative system for farm marketing 
to reduce the price spread between 
producer and consumer was pro- 
posed today by Vice President Cur- 
its in his opening campaign speech. 
He spoke here, opening the 
Pennsylvania Republican drive. 
He devoted himself almost entire- 
ly to agriculture and the tariff. 
Twice he referred to Gov. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt's farm speech in 
Curtis home town, Topeka, Karn. 
He cloead with the statement: 
“The gradual! revival of business 
throughout the country is the beat 
evidence that confidence is gradu- 
ally being restoreu. This is dug to 
the splendid work and great abil- 
ity of our President, Herbert Hoo- 
ver.” 
Says Plans Are Old Ones, 
After making his own proposal 
for a national co-operative system. 


|Curtis said: 


“I have not commented upon 
Gov: Roosevelt’s farm relief plan 
because he has submitted none— 
he refers to several plans that have 
been discussed fo. years and then 
leaves them for further discus- 
sion.” 

Curtis outlined his own plan in 
these words: 

“While this problem (agricul- 
ture) has not been and should not 
be partisan, yet the Republican 
party wishes to solve it and is 
anxious to bring the farmer into a 
situation of equality with industry. 
One of the problems is to reduce 
the spread between what the pra- 
ducer on the farm receives and 
what the ultimate consumer pats 
for such products 

“Another is to provide the farm- 
ers better marketing facilities, 

“I have for years believed a 
national co-operative system wontd 
help solve the problem, and [ 
still believe such a system proper- 
ly organized and conducted would 
enable the farme, co get a better 
price for his products and at the 
same time do no injury to those 
who deal honestly in the buying 
and selling of farm products. while 
protecting the farmer against those 
who will not give him a square 
deal.” 

The Fordney-McCumber Law. 

Curtis’ second reference to 
Roosevelt quoted him as saying in 
the Topeka speech that “the Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff barrier shut 
off the normal tide of trade.”’ 

“I judge the Governor took this 
statement from the report of the 
Democratic minority ‘on the tariff 
act of 1922,” Curtis said. “or from 
the speech of Senator Swanson. 
made during the consideration of 
the hill, -because they both pre- 
dicted that the act would injure 
our foreign trade, but these predic- 
tions did not come true. 

“What are the facts? The last 
year of the Underwood bill our ex- 
ports amounted in round numbers 
to $3,500,000,.000; our exports for 
the year ending June 30, 1929. un- 
der the 1922 act amounted to $65,- 
000,000,000, 

“Our imports for the last year of 
the Underwood act amounted to $2,- 
500,000,000 and in 1929 they 
amounted to $4,250.000,000. 

“So you see the Governor is mis- 
taken about the effect of the Mc- 
Cumber act on our foreign trade.” 

Tariff and Agriculture, 

Continuing with his discussion of 
Republican tariff enactments and 
comparing them with the Demoa- 
cratic Underwood-Simmons law. 
Curtis said: 

“In tariff legislation, the farm 
organizations have insisted that 
agriculture be put on an equality 
with other industries.

Ainsley A. Stuart had been ‘“‘get- 
ting along’ with his wife for seven 
years until he fell in love with 
Gertrude Webb, he testified in a 


| deposition taken in preparation for 


the trial of his wife’s $250,000 
alienation of affections suit against 


Miss Webb and her father, Frank 
Cc. Webb, president of Webb-Boone 
Paving Co. 

Stuart, former head of Stuart 
Areo Products Co. of St. Louis, was 
questioned at Dallas, Tex., where 
he has filed suit to divorce Mrs. 
Mary Stuart of St. Louis. She _ di- 
vorced him in May, 1930, but had 
the decree set aside three weeks 
later. Five days after the divorce 
he had married Miss Webb, and 
that marriage was annulled 10 
days after the divorce was set 
aside. 

In his deposition, filed in Cir- 
cuit Court, Stuart testified that 
early in his association with Miss 
Webb he had told her of his mar- 
riage and advised her to inform 
her parents. He had _ discussed 
with her, he said, his plans for a 
divorce and they had agreed to 
marry when he was free. “She was 
in a hurry to get away from home 


‘and wanted to get married as soon 


as possible,’’ Stuart related. 
“For Business Reasons.” 

The divorce suit was filed, he 
said, at his insistence, and he put 
up the money and hired his wife’s 
lawyers. She did not want the 
separation, Stuart said, but agreed 
at his urging. Mrs. Stuart told a 
similar story when she had the de- 
cree set aside, and added that 
Stuart had told her the divorce 
was advisable “for business rea- 
sons.” 

Miss Webb and Stuart became 
acquainted, he testifed, at Lambert- 
St. Louis Airport in the summer of 
1929. She was interested in learn- 
ing to fly, but could not pass the 
physical tests. They met again the 
following February, he said, at an 
air show, and she asked him to 
take her on an airplane ride. 

“On the way out there,” Stuart 
said, “I told her I was a married 
man, and that I couldn’t go with 
her except as a friendship proposi- 
tion.”” Other airplane rides fol- 
lowed, he said, and there were also 
horseback rides in Forest Park, 
dinners and card games at the 
Webb home. Finally, he said, he 
was seeing Miss Webb two or three 
times a week. 

When His Love Changed. 

About March, he said, he was 
conscious of a change in his feel- 
ing of affection for his wife. He 
was asked when he fell in love 
with Miss Webb, and replied that 
that, too, was about March of 1930. 

Stuart said that he had never 
informed Webb that he was mar- 
ried, but assumed that his daugh- 
ter had told him, as he had re- 
quested her to do. The proposed 
divorce, he said, was mentioned in 
his conversations with Webb, but 
never made a topic of discussion. 

“Webb was very friendly,” 
Stuart said. “About three wecks 
after I took Gertrude for a ride I 
met her people and was invited out 
to dinner the next Sunday. I 
would often go to the house to 
play cards in the evening, and 
several times her father took me 
around with him on business 
deals. It was during one of the 
card games, Stuart said, that Webb 
first mentioned the proposed di- 
vorce. “He brought it up in a kid- 
ding way,” Stuart said. 

Webb and his daughter, who live 
at 55 Broadview drive, Clayton. 
have denied they alienated Stuart's 
affections. Webb said he did not 
know that his daughter contem- 
plated marriage until the morning 
of the wedding when she told him, 
“Papa, I think we're going to get 
married.”

That 
the robbery was accompanied by 
cruelty was indicated by the body 
of the woman. Welch had been 
shot eight times and Mrs. Welch, 
seated in a chair with her face in- 
dicating great terror, was shot 
once.

Wife of Investment Broker 
Obtains Custody of Child 
After Hearing. 


Mrs. Marjorie Bell Hinrichs, 

7207 Amherst avenue, University 
-City, obtained a divorce at Clayton 
today from Richard E. Hinrichs, an 
investment broker, whose cross-bill 
was dismissed. 
* Judge Mulloy’s written decision 
stipulated that Hinrichs pay a lump 
sum of $2400 for the support of 
their 15-year-old son, Robert, for 
two years, provided she releases to 
Hinrichs a check for $4500 now 
held by the St. Louis Stock Ex- 
change.

His wife ob- 
tained custody of the boy, but no 
alimony. 

Hinrichs testified yesterday that 
he had not returned home since 
July 11, 1931, when he was visited 
in his office in the Boatmen’s Bank 
building by “two tough-looking ex- 
pressmen.” 

“They opened my door and threw 


my trunk into the office and didn’t } 


leave until I had paid them $1.50,” 
Hinrichs testified, ‘and I found 
that all my clothes were packed in 
the trunk.” 

Hinrichs, who gave his present 
address as the Shardell Hotel, 280 
North Skinker boulevard, said that 
shortly after their marriage in 
1915 they lived for a time with his 
wife’s father, the late Nicholas M. 
Bell, Democratic leader, and that 
he was a bond salesman, but 
turned automobile salesman when 
his bride objected to the person- 
ality of one of his associates. 

Later, he continued, he joined 
another firm as a bond salesman 
and earned an annual income of 
about $7200 for 11 years, till 1929. 
He had an agreement with his wife, 
he testified, that she would submit 
the household bills to him on the 
fifteenth of each month and he 
would pay up to $500. Often the 
bills totaled $800, he said. 

After denying Mrs. Hinrichs’ al- 
legation that she advanced him 
funds with which to purchase a 
seat on the St. Louis Stock Ex- 
change he said the only money she 
furnished was for “unusual ex- 
penses.”’ 

Such expenses, he related, in- 
“cluded trips to Atlantic City and 
New York. They made about eight 
trips, Hinrichs added, spending 
about $1000 on each one. 

Barred Her From Club. 

Near the close of her testimony 
yesterday, Mrs. Hinrichs asserted 
that she paid her husband’s dues 
at the Missouri Athletic Association 
but when she attempted to go there 
was barred by the doorman, who 
displayed a letter purporting to be 
written by her husband requesting 
that she be refused admittance un- 
less she: could proffer a woman's 
card. 

Mrs. Hinrichs, an attractive bru- 
nette, becomingly dressed, said her 
husband complained everytime she 
bought a new dress, although she 
paid for it, but “never said any- 
thing” when she bought him a suit 
or overcoat. She testified that she 
advanced him $40,000 during their 
married life.

ROGER WILLIAMS’ DUST MOVED 


Permanent Memorial to Be Erected 
at Providence, R. L

The dust of Roger Williams was 
removed yesterday from a wooden 
box in a tomb at North Burial 
Ground, and was placed in a steel 
container in the cemetery vault. 
There it will remain in keeping of 
the Providence Tercentenary Com-« 
mittee until erection of an appro- 
priate and permanent memorial. 
The dust had been in the Stephea 
Randal tomb since 1860, when it 
was disinterred from the placs 
where Williams had been buried

The Aims of Socialism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE wholesome attitude indicated by 
your editorial of Sept. 3, ‘Mr. Thomas 

Brings a Message,” is both encouraging 
and stimulating. We Socialists are 
working unselfishly, whole-heartedly 
and to the best of our ability, and under 
great handicaps and seemingly unsur- 
mountable difficulties, to make possible 
the realization of higher ideals of jus- 
tice and humanity, which we know to be 
impossible of achievement under an eco- 
nomic system practically denying to the 
masses the inherent right to Iife, lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness. It is 
the system that must be changed, and 
we appreciate favorable comment, and 
welcome constructive criticism of the 
methods we propose for achieving this 
end. 

I believe, however, that with a little 
wider comprehension of our methods, 
and a closer examination of the evidence 
available in proof of their soundness, 
you would have found less occasion for 
the inference conveyed in the last para- 
graph of the editorial, in which you 
say, “Mr. Thomas performs a _ useful 
function in setting up an ideal of jus- 
tice and humanity. Mistaken though he 
may be in the methods by which he 
would achieve it, the existence of the 
idea has a wholesome effect. It influ- 
ences governmental activities and curbs 
private rapacity.”’ 

The inference is that Socialism now 
functions in about the same manner as 
the shillalah on the pedagogue’s desk 
influences behavior in the school room. 
Notwithstanding such influence, how- 
ever, it sometimes becomes necessary to 
expel an incorrigible student. About the 
only mistake that could be made endan- 
gering this procedure would be in the 
use of brute force, which the Socialists 
never have, and do not now, propose 
to use, . 

We know from past experience with 
the old political parties that the only 
way we will ever get justice, an open 
door to opportunity and a square deal, 
will not be by “influencing governmenta! 
activities and curbing private rapacity,” 
but only by “expelling the incorrigible” 
economic system responsible for our 
troubles. And the main reason for the 
comparatively slow growth of Socialism 
is that this cannot be done by a com- 
promise, or trying to find a happy 
medium somewhere between the ex- 
tremes in the fundamental principles of 
capitalism and Socialism. There is no 
more middle ground than could be found 
in the abandonment of a ferry boat and 
building a new bridge as a method of 
crossing the river, and it is the radical 
abandonment of long-cherished ideals 
and methods that cause many to hesi- 
tate in making a change, knowing at the 
same time, however, that a structure 
cannot be kept in equilibrium by trying 
to “influence or curb” the laws of 
gravitation. 

The present industrial system does 
not, and cannot, furnish employment for 
all those depending upon wages for a 
living, and the army of unemployed will 
always be a factor of sufficient moment 
to keep our economic structure out of 
balance. We go on, however, applying 
props, and trying to make the old struc- 
ture stand plumb; we use the old ferry 
boat until it will no longer accommodate 
traffic, and it starts to sink; we apply 
ointments to the carbuncle until forced 
to a choice between blood poison and a 
Surgical operation, and have now about 
reached a condition in our industrial 
carcer where we are forced to a choice 
between a national post mortem and 
Socialisin. 

The methods employed to bring about 
Socialism are little different from those 
employed by the early radicals and 
heretics, by whose noble spirit and in- 
domitable courage we escaped from the 
religious frying pan, to alight some time 
later—sad to relate—in the economic 
fire, where we continue to squirm and 
roast under the/ auspices of industria! 
oppressors about as bad as any religious 
fanatics that éver kindled a conflagra- 
tion for the disposal of heretics: and to 
these radicals and heretics posterity owes 
a debt of gratitude it will never be able 
to pay. 

Mistaken though we may be in the 
methods we propose for getting out of 
the fire, there is little danger of getting 
into anything worse. We propose to eax- 
tinguish the fire and put the firemen 
out of business by taking charge of the 
fuel. We welcome suggestions for a 
more effective and logical method.

It is often said that force is required to get the 
facts and build up a case sufficiently strong for con- 


ing of Lewis P. Nelan had been built up with the 
arrest of five alleged participants, several of whom 
made confessions. It is also said that the criminal’s 
advantages under our court procedure make the third 
degree necessary.. But Virant was not an accused 
criminal; he was a witness, not a principal, in the 
murder. The terrific and fatal beating that the pris- 
oner suffered, as detailed by medical testimony at the 
inquest, and’ the fact that the body was found hang: 
ing in the cell, apparently to make it appear a case of 
suicide, add to the deplorable aspects of the affair. 
The Wickersham Commission, in its report last 
year on lawlessness in law enforcement, denounced 
third-degree methods, and called for drastic steps to 
ward reform. Its conclusion was: “The third degree 
prutalizes the police, hardens the prisoner against 
society and lowers the esteem in which the admin- 
istration of justice is held by the public.” The prac- 
tice, whose ancestor is the medieval torture cham- 
ber, also violates the personal liberty of the pris- 
oner, his privilege of not being obliged to testify 
against himself, the presumption of innocence until 
guilt is proved and his right of protection against as- 
sault and battery. 
In such cases as the Pekin affair, the commission 
proposed no new legislation. Rather, it called upon 
the will of the community to enforce the existing 
laws against the practice. The importance of sifting 
the Virant death to the bottom and meting justice 
to those culpable, both the actual assailants and any 
officials who may have condoned their actions, as the 
jury directed, extends beyond this particular case. 
The Illinois Supreme Court pointed out the duty 
of the authorities when it said, in 1922: “It is just as 
much the duty of the State’s Attorney to prosecute an 
officer who has violated the law as it is to prosecute 
any other man -charged with crime.” The Tazewell 
County State’s Attorney has begun action in the 
present case in fulfillment of thfs eharge, for one 
Deputy Sheriff, accused by Virant in a public state- 
ment of a part in the beating, has been arrested on a 
warrant charging murder. Illinois is one of the nine 
states which have specific statutes against the third 
degree. 
Society in general has much at stake in such cases 
as this. If third-degree methods are tolerated, no one 
can feel safe against the danger of being beaten to 
death in a extra-legal effort to extort testimony. 
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FOR A DEPARTING CONSUL. 

Dr. Georg Ahrens came to St. Louis six years ago 
as German Consul from his country’s legation in 
Budapest. Previously, he had served in three other 
capital cities, Tokio, Washington and Berlin. Once 
in St. Louis, he did not confine himself to the com- 
mercial activities which make up the large share of 
a Consul’s work, but graciously entered into the cul- 
tural and intellectual life of the city. It seemed as 
though he must-have read St. Louis’ history and 
have been familiar with the part played in its writ- 
ing by Carl Schurz, Friedrich K. F. Heckef, Emil 
Preetorius and other German-born Americans. Now 
Dr. Ahrens’ Government has assigned him to serve 
in Mexico City as legation counselor. His many St. 
Louis friends, while regretting his departure, will 
take pleasure in his diplomatic promotion. Mexico 
City is perhaps the most beautiful city in the world, 
as well as among the most cosmopolitan. It is wide- 
ly coveted as a diplomatic assignment. During the 
time that Dr. Ahrens has been here, St. Louis could 
feel that the consulate on Pine street was presided 
over by a representative of Germany’s finer life. 
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SOME QUESTIONS FOR MR. ROOSEVELT. 

After setting out fairly and calmly the question 
of veterans’ relief, ex-Gov. Smith in the Saturday 
Evening Post calls upon both presidential candidates 
for a plain statement of their attitude toward it. Mr. 
Hoover, in several public statements and veto mes- 
sagés, has shown where he stands. Mr. Roosevelt’s 
position is not known. 

Is Mr. Roosevelt in favor of immediate payment of 
the bonus? Does he think the country should pay 
pensions to hundreds of thousands of men whose dis- 
abilities have no connection with war service? Is he 
for repeal of the Disabled Emergency Officers’ Re- 
tirement Act, under which racketeering doctors, earn- 
ing good incomes, have geclared one another disabled 
to obtain allowances from the Government? Does 
Mr. Roosevelt think the cotintry can continue doling 
out one-fourth of its entire annual income to vet- 
erans? Is he for the system whereby any veteran can 
receive care in a Government hospital free of charge? 
Does he believe it is fair for the Government to pay 
out in pensions to 225,000 Spanish War veterans and 
their dependents approximately $100,000,000 a year, 
when there were only about 9000 casualties in that 
war? 

These and many other questions should be an- 
swered. It is true, the Democratic platform signifi- 
cautly limits its solicitude for war veterans to those 
“who have suffered disability or disease caused by or 
resulting from actual service in time of war.” If 
that program is carried out, it means that the Dem- 
ocrats favor lopping off the Federal budget items 
totaling nearly a half-billion dollars, now being paid 
to men whose disabilities have no relation to war. Is 
that the construction that may be placed upon it?

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IN THE WAKE OF FOLLY. - 

Finland has repealed her prohibition law, but her 
courts remain clogged; with the cases of 20,000 per- 
sons charged with violating the law when it was in 
effect. ; 

In the- Federal courts for Bastérn Missouri, which 
have just opened the fall term in St. Louis, there are 
300 liquor cases. Many of them were continued from 
the spring term. Some of them are casés made by 
Federal agents who resorted te wiretapping. The 
Attorney-General of the United States has repeatedly 
said that he is against entrapment and wire-tapping, 
exéept in very rare instances, as devices for catching 
violators of the liquor laws. He dismissed 15 similar 
cases in-a Brooklyn Federal Court within the past 
year. 

The St. Louls wiretapping cases are still on the 
dogket. No representation has been made that they 
are exceptional, or that the defendants were engaged 
in conspiracy against the Government. They are just 
wire-tapping cases, in which the Government itself 
went outside the law in the direction of that an- 
archy which Justice Brandeis has warned the country 
must result if the Government keeps on doing it. 

There is scarcely a criminal court in the land that 
is not more or less clogged by these liquor cases. 
They constitute the major part of the criminal dock- 
et in many communities. A Federal Judge in Cali- 
fornia has expressed doubt that his court should go 
ahead with them in the face of public opinion. Never 
did the law so unwillingly lay its stern hand upon 
the offender as it is doing in this field. There are, 
here and there, we regret to say, courts in which the 
prosecution of liquor cases is conducted with a fervor 
which smacks of the Inquisition. Railroading people 
to jail or to prison is the favorite sport of tyrants 
who preside over justice in some parts of the land. 
There is no mercy in their hearts. They blacken 
the names of men, women and even young boys, with 
the ghoulishness of so many Torquemadas, 
No doubt, when national prohibition has been swept 
from the stage by an outraged people, there will re- 
main here, as in Finland, the consequences of that 
folly perpetrated in the name of perfection. We 
will still be dragging out the unhappy wretch w 10 
downed a bottle of beer or sold a pint of whisky 
and prosecuting him on the charges made by snoop- 
ers for the state and the_nation before the thing was 
repealed. The weakling who was never made strong 
by any such artifice, the publican who owed his 
speakeasy to the scheme of purification set up for 
us all, the mother who thought to filch from respec- 
tability a livelihood for her children by keeping a 
beer flat—they will go over the road for what they 
did then, the same here and in Finland. 

Truly, it is man’s inhumanity to man that makes 
the whole world shudder. 
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MR. DUNNE WRITES A LETTER. 

The Irish wit of former Gov. Dunne of Illinois, now 
nearing the age of 80, has not subsided with the 
passing years. When, as the possessor of two inches 
of-space in Who’s Who in America, he received a 
straw-vote ballot sent out by the Republican National 
Committee, that humor sparkled as of yore. Writing 
a letter to Everett Sanders, national chairman, he 
pointed out that Who’s Who does not present a 
cross-section of America. There are as well, he said, 
the Woe Woes, who have votes; the Slow Goes, also 
voters, and the Over Dues, likewise a considerable 
element in the voting strength. And then, accord- 
ing to an appreciative reporter for the Chicago Daily 
Tribune, Mr. Dunne signed the letter with the ob- 
servation that the Who’s Who straw vote might well 
be run off to the music of “Who’s Your Little 
Whoosis?” 
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MR. NOLTE RECONSIDERS. 

We are glad to hear that Mr. Nolte, the Mayor 

concurring, has abandoned his plan for a vote on 
the special taxes for the Zoo and Art Museum. The 
Comptroller found that he had mounted an unruly 
horse. St. Louisans have a deep pride in the Zoo and 
Art Museum and distrust any attempt to tamper with 
them. They could not be sure that any money saved 
from the special taxes would be put to a better pur- 
pose. Above the average in political acumen, Mr.

Even in case of victory, 
and the Zoo and Museum were crippled in their activi- 
ties, the public might regret its action by spring. 
That would make Mr. Nolte and Mayor Miller easy 
targets. 
It would be a difficult task to go before the people 
as a candidate for Mayor with the record of having 
injured or destroyed two of the institutions which 
differentiate St. Louis from a frontier post. 
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: ARMY AND NAVY MAKE UP. 
The extent to which the once unbounded enthusi- 
asm for fovtball has subsided is well measured by 
the calm way in which the nation received the an- 
nouncement that the academies at West Point and 
Annapolis are to meet on the gridiron in December 
in a regular game. The severance of football rela- 
tions between them created little short of a national 
storm.

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Trends in Modern Painting 


Display at Museum shows modern artists are moving to middle ground between pure 
abstraction and “color photography”; that is, without forsaking realism altogether, 
the esthetically irrelevant is discarded; revolt against the academic view continues, 
but the brutal massacre of tradition, prevalent a few years ago, is less observable. 


From the Foreword to Catalog of Modern Painting Exhibit at City Art Museum, 
by Meyric R. Rogers, Director. 


T will be noted that by no means all the 
painters represented (in the current 
museum exhibit of modern paintings) 

are working in the so-called modern mode. 

Much good work is being done by artists 

who still adhere to the impressionist tradi- 

tion, though to some extent influenced by 
present-day tendencies. It sq happens that 
in none of the canvases in the exhibition do 
we find an example of extreme non-repre- 
sentationalism. Even in the most radical 


‘ of these paintings we find recognizable ob- 


jects employed, sometimes with considerable 
realism, to express a mood or series of for- 
mal relationships, as in the works of Kantor 
and Weber. v, 

In the majority of cases, indeed, we find 
a fairly thorough-going realism, but 80 ‘ised 
as to emphasize the specific emotive char- 
acter of the particular subject. This is zen- 
erally accomplished by drastic simplification 
or by a highly organized design by which 
the accidental and esthetically irrelevant 
have been eliminated. In simple terms, this 
amounts to direct painting -f natural ‘ovms 
as visualized by the selective imagination 
of the artist, who employs in the process 
probably little analytical theory but a «:cat 
deal of feeling and emotion. This the writer 
feels is a marked tendency in contempoary 
American painting and, for that matter, in 
painting in general at the present. 

It would seem that the experimenis of 
the last 15 years .have indicated that the 
human world as a whole is not yet .cidy, 
if it ever will be, for a total discarding of 
the facts of objective vision and for the 
substitution of a series of abstractions anid 
symbols which can have definite signif- 
icance only to their creators. 

On the other hand, the sterility of pure 
objectivism, no matter how spectacular, has 
been conclusively demonstrated. It is in 
the middie ground that the richest ar:/stic_ 
satisfactions seem to lie, where the wealth 
of form and color offered by the werid 
around us is subjected to the emotiona) de- 
mands of the artist and his powers of for- 
mal discipline. \ 


It must be remembered, however, that no 
single method or point of view can hope 
to meet the vast possibilities of expression 
that lie within this ground between pure ab- 
straction and what may be calied color 
photography. The range is as wide as .he 
gamut of human interests, and no one 3c00)1 
can claim to fulfill all its possibilities or 
hope to meet all its demands. The formula- 
making and standardizing instincts of the 
academically minded will, of course, be as 
universally active now as in the past, but 
it can be hoped that the lessons of the ypost- 
impressionist revolt have ¢pened up such 
large horizons that the academic point of 
view will have little effect on the present 
generation, at least. It is believed that the 
present exhibition satisfactorily demrcn- 
strates this wide range of approach, irom™ 
the high degree of abstraction in the work 
of O'Keeffe and Kantor to the almost pho- 
tographic objectivity of Sheeler and Lucroni. 

Recent exhibitions of contemporary Amer- 
ican painting show it is rather too earl to 
claim the existence of any distinctly na- 
tional stamp on our painting save that. uec-

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essarily introduced by the use of local ma- 
terial. Perhaps it is fair to say that the 
esthetic approach of any of these can”’ases 
could be matched by the work of a aum- 
ber of contemporary European painters. 
While the exhibition as a whole provuably 
would have distinct individuality when vom- 
pared with a similar collection of Euro- 
pean works, it is almost impossible to de- 
termine wherein this difference lies, out, as 
just stated, it probably is produced .a-gely 
by the character of the material handied, 
since among the 28 artists represented, eight 
are foreign-born of foreign parentage. This 
constant reinforcement of the native stock, 
which is itself a mixture of comparatively 
recent standing, by such a large proportion 
of the foreign-born is in itself an index of 
the folly of attempting as yet any vvlid 
definition of what is: essentially American.

There seems to be a revival of the ele- 
ment of craftsmanship in painting which the 
rebels against the academic very generally 
threw overboard in their hurry to get rid 
of the superficia) and unessential. The stim- 
mary and scornful treatment of pigment 
which marked the exhibitions of a few y-ars 
ago is yielding in the majority of cass -to 
what might be called a meticulous han- 
dling; in direct contrast to the dash and 
smear which was thought sufficient to em- 
body the ideas and carry the moods of the 
more radical in the immediate past. ‘rhis 
would seem to be a hopeful sign, as it de- 
notes a lessening of the fear of the coa-rete 
and a greater certitude as to the righ‘ ovss 
of his esthetic structure on the part of the 
painter. Ambiguity is a convenient rs"uge 
for the experimenter who is lacking in con- 
fidence or clarity of vision, or for those who 
wish to manifest strensth without a or- 
responding vigor of ideas.

Wacoche, a ward of the Govern- 
ment, was described as “ignorant, 
uneducated, unable to read or write 
in any language and unable to 
speak the English language.” He 
was said to have signed the agree- 
ment transferring the money with 
his thumbprint. 

The Indian was alleged to have 
been “under the influence and con- 
trol of officers, agents and repre- 
sentatives of the Department of the 
Interior, including the superintend- 
ent of the five civilized tribes 
(Locke).”

The Vom- 
munity Theater was one of an ac- 
tive group of little theaters in the 
Seuth that has-done particu‘arly 
fine work. Inciudéed in the group 
were the Carolina Playmakers 
from the University of North “ar- 
olina at Chapel Hill and the Town 
Theater of Columbus, & Cc. YVrom 
the playwrights came such w.iters 
aa@ Duboise Heyward, whe wrote 
‘Porgy’: Julia Peterkin, whose 
‘Seariet Sister Mary’ won the Fulit- 
zer prize, and Lula Vollmer, au- 
thor of ‘Sun Up.

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Note Sent to All Signatories 
of Nine - Power Treaty | 
Calls on Them to Act 
in Manchuria. 

DIRECT VIOLATION 

OF PACT CHARGED 


Appeal Urges Action to Pre- | 
vent Agreement From Be- 
ing Ignored as ‘‘a Mere. 
Scrap of Paper.” 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—China 
appealed to the United States to- 
day to halt Japanese “aggression” 
in Manchuria and prevent the nine- 
Power treaty from being ignored 
as “a mere scrap of paper.” 

A note prepared by the Chinese 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs’ in 
Nanking after the recognition of 
Manchukuo was presented to the | 
Secretary of State by the Chinese | 
Legation with an announcement 
that the same note had been de- 
livered to ali the other signatories 
of the nine-Power treaty ‘which 
guarantees China’s sovereignty, in- 
dependence and territorial and ad- 
ministrative integrity. 

Charges Deception. 

The note reviews Japan's activi- 
ties in Manchuria since seizure of 
Mukden, Sept. 18, 1931, and says: 
“Japan has attempted to deceive 
the world by advancing the ridicu- 
lous arguments that the so-called 
Manchukuo. was brought into ex- 
istence by Chinese citizens who de- 
sired to secede from the Republic 
of China. Undeniable facts show 
that the bogus government in Man- 
churia is the product and tool of 
Japanese military aggression pure 
and simple. 

China’s protest insisted that “Ja- 
pan's recognition of her own pup- 
pet organigation and all the pre- 
vious actiong 0 methodically per- 
formed in pursuance of her policy 
of agsression in Manchuria con- 
stitute a direct violation of China's 
sovereignty as well as her territo- 
lal and administrative integrity.” 

Quotes - Nine-Power Treaty. 

The note stated it was to prevent 
such a state of affairs as has been 
brought about by Japan that the 
great nations entered into the nine- 
Power treaty, Im accordance with 
article 7 of that agreement, which 
authorizes signatories to communi- 
cate their views on alleged infrac- 
tions of the agreement, Chiva 
asked that “such measures be 
taken as will properly and effect- 
Vely deal with the’ state of affairs 
rought about by Japan’s acts of 
acgression on China beginning with 
the attack on Mukden. Sept. 13, 
1931, and culmipating-in the rec- 
O<nition of her puppet government 
On Sept. 15, 1932."" 

Secretary Stimson refused to 
comment on the Chinese communi- 
ection, and ft ts not considered 
likely that any steps will be taken 
by the State Department concern- 
ing Manchuria until after the Ly:- 
ton commission makes its report to 
the League of Nations, based on 
six months of investigation in Man-. 
churia, China proper and Japan.
